Speech, Which Sets the Great Kansan to 
Thinking—Mr. Keberts Then Calls 
on President Cleveland. 

Wasninatrox, January 21.—[Special.j)— 
Delegations from the various states are afriv- 
ing daily, with the electoral votes of their 
states. President Pro Tem Ingalls, of the 
senate, receives the bearers of these votes in 
the room of the president of the senate with- 
out ceremony. He has purchased a small iron 
sale.in which he keeps the precious certifi- 
cates, and on the second Tuesday in February 
the votes will be counted; and Harrison and 
Morton declared elected. 

THE GEORGIA VOTE. 
Mr. S. W. Roberts, of Sparta, ‘reached here 


Roberts immediately made known his presence 
to the Georgia delegation and other Georgians 
in Washington, and at noon, accompanied by 
various Georgians, he was given audience by 
Vice-Vresident Ingalis, to whom he was to de- 
liver the votes. When the party filed into the 
room of the vice-president, Mr. Ingalls was 
sitting at his desk, busily engaged in writing 
something which he seemed anxious to get off 
in agreat hurry, As the delegation filed in, 
he looked up and bowed. Mr. Roberta, with 
the envelope bearing the electoral votes in his 
right hand, straightened himself up, thrust his 
left hand into the bosom of his closely buttoned 
coat, and began a grandiloquent speech, which 
he coucluded something after the following 
order: 

“Mr. President: The great empire state of Geor- 
gia casts her presidential votes for that staunch 
democrat and great man, Grover Cleveland, of New 
York, and for that grand old Roman, ot Ohio, for 
viec-president.”’ 

He then paused, expecting the vice—presi- 
dent to respond ina spirit befitting the occa- 
sion, but Ingalls was vexed about something, 
aud reaching out bis hand he took the envelope 
and caustically said; 

‘*My friend, lam snrprised, amazed, astounded, 
aimost prostrated, by the suddenvuesss of this intel- 
ligence. You certaiuly dou’t mean it?” 

Hk CALLS AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

It is needless to say that the delegation were 
not long in retiring. During the afternoon 
Mr. loberts called at the white house and met 
the president while engaged in holding his 
public reception. Mr. Roberts made known 
the fact that he had brought on the Georgia 
electoral vote, and told the president that he 
was sorry thathe had not brought on more, 
Mr. Cleveland replied: “I am glad to mect 
you, Mr. Neberts. Iam sorry myself.’

THE RICE SCHEDULE.

Senator Boown Makes a Successful Fight 
for Its Protection. 

W asninaton, January 21.—[Special. |—Sen- 
ator Drown made anoble fight for the rice 
scheduic in the tariff bill in the senate. Al- 
though Senator Butler, of South Carolina, 
said the rice planters needed no_ protection, 
Senator Brown held ont that they. did, and 
fought the matter nearly two hours. His ar 
gumenits were so convincing that the repub- 
lican members who formulated the btll de- 
cided to agree to an increase of duty over the 
amount at present contained in the bill, and 
with the consent of Sevator Brown took the 
matter as to the amount of duty to be allowed 
under consideration until tomorrow, when 
they will report an agreement. Itis believed 
that Senators Allison and Aldrich will agree 
to a duty exactly half way between the 
amount Senator Brown desires and the 
amount contained in the bill as it now stands. 
This is a great victory for Senator Brown, as 
he has made the fight alone, and with one of 
South Carolina’s senators directly opposed 
to him. Noneof the other democratic senators 
had anvihing at all to say. 

IHE TARIFF BILL 
comes to a final vote in the senate tomorrow 
afternoon at 5 o’clock, and by 9 o’clock tomor- 
row night the bill will have passed, and will 
be ready by the following morning to be sent 
tothe house of representatives. It is barely 
probabie that this bill will pass the house, but 
there are some democrats who think there is a 
bare chunce. Themen who sent the Cowles 
tobacco bill to the committee on appropriations 
are considering Whether or not they should 
take all thatis offered in the senate bill in 
order to eet the internal revenue feature. It 
is expected that some of these meu will vote 
for the bill should it come before the house for 
action. and it would not take much to turn 
over enough democrats to make a majority if 
the republicans should vote solidly for the bill. 
SOME FEATURES OF THE BILL. 

it is doubtiul, however, whether the repub- 
licans in thie house will vote solidly for it. 
There are several republicans to whom some 
features of the bill are very.objectionable and 
it is a question whether party feeling, rather 


than their own opinions, would control their | 


action in this matter. Whateyer may be the 
outcome of the matter, the wavs and means 


committee will resist any movement in favor | 
of the senate bill, and none of them expect to | 


seo the house agree toit. If republicans should 
decide to vote solidly for the bill, and it be- 
comes cvident that enough democrats are de- 
termined to yote with them to possibly pass it, 
the majority of the democrats will attempt, 
and probably successfully, to prevent the bill 
coming toa vote. They take the position that 
the senate bill is a vicious measure, and that

they take the position that it shou!d pass, but 
only in connection with the rest of the Miils 
bill, for they do not wantto relieve one scc- 
tion of the country atatime. The ways and 
means committee have no idea of being forced 
tovete upon the passage of the tobacco bil! 
this season. They believe they can act upon 
the senate bill in such a manner as to prevent 
the tobacco bill coming before them at all. 
There will probably be a caucus of the demo- 
cratic party in the house some time next week 
to cousider what should be done with the sen- 
ate tariff bill, and how the party shall act upon 
it, tt is not known exactly what Mr. Milis’s 
course will be, but there are any number 
of members on the democratic side of the 
house who, favor disagreeing to the senate 
bill immediately and sending it to a commit- 
tee of conference of the two houses, where 
compromises can be made, an agreement 
reached, the tariff legislation ecnacted before 
the termination of the 50th cengress. Such 
men as Randail, Oates, Culberson and many 
others, including one or two members of the 
ways and means committee, are Known to 
favor this course, and this will probably be 
agreed to by the party caucus. Whether the 
conference of aBcommittee of the two houses, 
however, can come to an agreement upon the 
tariff bill in the short time remaining, is doubt- 
ful. 

Iu speaking of the probability of some dem- 
ocrats voting for the senate tariff bill when it 
comes before the house, Mr. Foran. of Ohio, 
one of the most prominent protectionists in 
the democratic party, sad to THE ConstitTvu- 
TIOX’S correspondent tonight, that he could 
not vote for the semate bill, and did not see 
how any democrat could. The house bill, he 
said, had been open to the charge of sectiona!- 
ism, but he considered the senate bill far more 
objectionably Sssctional. Mr, Foran voted 
against the Mills bill. 

ANOTHER KREFPERENCE ASEED FOR.

Jf you reduce the rates on 
evervihing else we are willing to haye the tariff 
on rice OU per cent. 

Mr. Vest quoted a statement mado by Comp- 
troller Trenholm before the committee on 
Ways and means, to show that the cost of labor 
on rice plantations is equal to nine-tenths of 
the cost of the rice, and he commented upon 
the fact that of the proposed _ re- 
daction of the existing duty one- 
half would fall upon “the peculiar 
wards of senators on the other side, who voted 
the republican ticket with ananimity and per- 
tinacity unrivaled in political expenence.”’ 

Mr. Butler suggested to Mr. Aldrich that 
he need not lose his sleep by Worrying over 
the difference of opinion between himself (Mr, 
Butler) and the senator from Georgia, nor 
should he indulge in fo nmuch hiiar.ty on that 
point. Senators on the democratic side would 
be very apt to “*tiop” very Closely together on 
the till. The senator from Rhode Island 
should rather devote himself to reconciling 
some little dilferences on bis own side: for in- 
stance, on the iron schedule and on the lum- 
ber schedule. The senator from Kansas (Mr. 
Plumb) had been manifesting some desire to 
be independent, and to act on his ‘town hovk ;”’ 
and so, he anderstood, had the senator from 
Nebraska (Mr. Manderson.) These senators 
had shown occasional spasms of independence, 
and had manifested some desire to see equal 
justice done to their constituents. So that the 
senator from Rhode Island had about as 
much as he could -do to keep those 
gentlemen straight, without Cross- 
ing the line and coming to the 
demoeratic side of the chamber to reconcile 
differences there. 

He (Mr. Butler) would be glad to see the bill 
so arranged astodo ample and exact justice 
toevery industry. The only point which he 
raised on the rice schedule was that the rates 
proposed in the substitute were unjust, unfair 
and unequal in operation. He believed that 
the intention of the finance committee was to 
aim a blow at rice and sugar and other com- 
modities because certain senators on the dem- 
ocratic side would not acquiesce in the mon- 
strous propositions of the bill. The proceedings 
of the bill did not deceive anybody. They 
were farcial from beginning toend. Senators 
on the other side knew perfectly well that the 
masters of the republican party, the monopo- 
lists, the trusts, the corporations, would (if 
those senators dared to do justice) relegate to 
them a back seat as svon as they got to the 
polls and they had “‘fat enough fried out of 
them’’ to purchase votes. The country under- 
stood that perfectly well. in the classic len- 
guage'of a republican senator, fat had been 
fried out of the inanufacturers at the last elec- 
tion for purpose of buying “‘Hoaters in blocks 
of five’ to carry the election. Now, senators 
were going through the farce of pretending to 
these persons out. of whom the fat had been 
fried, that they (the manufacturers) would get 
an opportunity, under the tariff, of frying the 
fat out of taxpayers and recovering what they 
had paid out for election purposes. That was 
the object of the bill. The senators were per- 
fectly aware that it could not become a law, 
but they had acertain part to play, and they 
were playing it.

Mr. Allison said that the senate had pro- | 


ceeded with as much diligence as possible in 
consideration of the bill. He believed that 
there would be ample time between now and 1 
o'clock tomorrow to discuss the details of those 
schedules. He hoped that the senator from 
North Carolina would not ask an extension of 
time. Every sort of business was so pressing 
on the sonate, at this session, that it was nec- 
essary to get the tariff bill out of the way. 

Mr. Hoar asked Mr. Allison what appropria- 
tion bills had passed the senate, and, when 
the answer was ‘“‘none,”’ he remarked that 
there were but thirty-two or thirty-three secu- 
lar days of the session remaining. 

SOUTHERN SENATORS DIFFER IN OPINION, 

The question being on the amendment 
offered by Mr. Brown last Satarday increasing 
the rates on rice, Mr. Morgan read a speech 
controverting some of the positions taken by 
Mr. Brown, particularly as tothe need of di- 
versifying labor in the south, and insisting 
that the southern states were pursuing a wiser 
course in devoting their energies to agricul- 
tural pursuits. He declared that the tariff 
had no moretodo with the development of 
the coal and iron interests of Alabama than it 
had to do with the counsels of the Almighty 
when he placed those mineralsin the soil of 
that state. It would not increase the prosper- 
ity of the southern states, and particularly of 
the state of Alabama, because the people of 
that country, by force of oppressive laws to 
give up the production of cotton, and to turn 
their attention and capital and resources into 
a new field of industry. 

Mr. Butler called attention to aremark of 
Mr. Aldrich’s last Saturday tothe effect that 
there was a radical difference of opinion be- 
tween himself (Butler) and Mr. Brown as ‘to 
the necessity fora duty on rice. Whathe had 
said was that he thought the rice industry 
conld get along without protection, and he 
stood by that statement today, He was ready 
to meet the senator from Rhode Island half 
way. if the duty on farming implements and 
on woolen clothing, such a8 were used by rice 
planters and rice workers, were placed at any- 
thing like a reasonable rate. He would stand 
by his proposition to rice, 

My. Aldrich replied to Mr. Butler, who 
might, hesaid, be excused for showing ex- 
treme sensitiveness in regard to the rice qnes- 
tion. The theory on which the substitute was 
constructed, was to give adequate pretection 
to every American industry, whetber located 
north or south, that was entitled to protection, 
The rates which the finence committee recom- 
mended on rice were equivalent toabout flity 
per cent ad valorem, which was, he thought, 
the highest rate reported on any agricultural 
product. As to the adequacy of those rates he 
had been anxious the other day to find out the 
views of the senator from South Carolina, as 
that senator represented one of the principal 
rice producing states. He read from the offi- 
cial report of the colloquy on that occasion in 
which Mr. Butler is reported as saying that the 
rice industry of the south could compete with 
rice of India and China without any tariff at 
all, and he said that that was a distinct and 
definite statement unconnected With any con- 
ditiona! reduction of duties on other articles. 

Mr. Brown made a statement as to the very 
large expense necessary in preparing lands for 
rice culture, and as to the disproportionately 
large wages paid to rice workers in the United 
States and in China, fourteen to one, and ar- 
gued there should be more liberality in fixing 
the rates of duty on rice. The rates, under 
the existing law, were the lowest that should 
be fixed. 

THE RICE PARAGRAPH POSTPONED. 

After further discussion Mr. Aldrich sug- 
vested that the rice paragraph should go over 
till tomorrow, and that, in the meantime, the 
finance committee would examine the facts 
and figures presented by the senator from 
Georgia (Mr. Brown). If this examination 
showed, as it might, that the rates reported by 
the committee were too low, the committee 
would be glad to offer such increase as might 
seem just and proper. 

The suggestion was agreed to and the rice 
paragraph went over. till tomorrow, 

On suggestion of Mr. Vest, it was agreed 
that the gencral debate shall go on today 
until 5 o’clock, after which the ten minute 
rule shall be enforced, and that all debate 
shall cease tomorrow at 5 o’clock and voting 
on the bill shall begin. 

Schedule K (wool and manufactures of 
wool) was then taken up. 

Mr. Vance moved toamend the first para- 
graph of it by making it read: 

All wools, hair o aipaca goat and other like 
avimals, shall be admitted frec of duty. 

And he addressed the senate at length in 
support of the amendment. 

During the progress of his speech, Mr. 
Vance yieldei to Mr. Allison, who reported 
several amendments to the wool and woolen 
schedule. The amendments were sent to the 
printer without being read. They will 
have the effect to increase the 
proposed rates of duty and decrease 
cheap wools valued at twelve cents or less 
from 25 to 4 cents; valued at over 12 cents, 
from 6 to 8 cents: second class from 11 to- 12, 
and on manufactured articles the increase is 
about 15 per cent. 

AN ENTIRELY DIFFERENT BILL. .« 

Mr. George presented some general observa- 
tions on the bill, first taking the ground that 
the bill which the senate was considering was

Mr. Vance, in order to show the interest 
which the people took in the wool question, 
read what he termed ‘A Protective Pastoral, 
orthe Gul With Only One Stocking; com- 
poged and arranged forthe spinping whecl, 
and respectfully dedicated to that devoted 
friend of protected machinery and high taxes, 
the senator from Rhode Island.” 

The following is a sample of the “Pastoral :” 

“Our Mary had a little lamb; 
Her heart was most intent 
To make its wool, beyond its worth, 
ring fifty-six per cent.”’ 

Mr. Allison’s amendment being agreed to, 
he further moved to increase the duty on 
wools of the third class (vained at above 
twelve cents per pound) from six to eight 
cents per pound. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Allison then presented, in succession, a 
nuinber of amendments, which were agreed to, 
asfollows: Fixing the duty on woolen and 
worsted yarn valued at not more than 50 cents 
per pound and valued at more than 50 
eents per pound, at 50cents and 38 cents per 
pound respectively, in addition to 40 per cent 
ad valorem. Fixing the duty on woolen or 
worsted cloths valued at above 60 cents per 
pound at 45 cents per pound in addition to 40 
per centadvalorem. The same rate of duty 
was fixed upon flannels and blankets of 
wool valued at above 60 cents per pounds; 
ead upon women and children’s dress 
geods, composed wholly or in part. of wool, 
weighing over 4 ounces per square yard. A 
duty of 45 cents per pound and 45 per cent 
advalorem was fixed on clothing ready made 
aud wearing apparel of every description, com- 
posed wholly or in part of wool. The duty on 
webbings, gorings, etc., was fixed at 40 cents 
~ pound in addition to 50 per cent advalorem. 

he duty on aubusson, Axminster, moquette, 
Saxony, Wiltonand Tournay carpets was tixed 
at 45 cents per square yard and 35 per cent ad 
valorem ; that on tapestry Brussels carpets 20 
cents per square yard and 35 per cent ad 
valorem; that on trebble ingrain at 12 cents 
per square yard and 35 per cent ad valorem;

LILIBUSTERING AGAIN. 
Mr. Payson Checks the Business of the 
House, But Finally Yields. 

WASHINGTON, January 21.—Under the call 
of states, filibustering began again, several 
members introducing bills for reference,and in- 
sisting upon having them read in full. Among 
these members was Mr. Payson, of Lilinois, 
who had a double object in filibustering, one 
being to force the friends of the Oklahoma bill 
to yield to certain amendinents, which he de- 
sired to have incorporated in the measure ; and 
the other being to prevent the consideration of 
the Union Pacific funding bill under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. Being successful in his 
doubie object—the Oklahoma men agreeing 
to incorporate his aimendiments and friends of 
the Union Pacific bill giving him assurance that 
the measure would not be called up today—he 
desisted from his dilitory tactics, and withdrew 
the bankruptcy bill. 

Another obstacle to the speedy dispatch of 
business was thrust into the house by Mr. 
Brower, of North Carolina, who introduced a 
bi for the repeal of the tubacco tax, and

claims,

NO LIQUOR AT THE BALL. 

Mr. J. D. Taylor, of Ohio, introduced, for 
reference, a preamble and joint resolution re- 
citing that arrangements have been made to 
hold the inaugural ball in one of the buildings 
of the United States, and that the newspapers 
announce that refreshments are to be furnished 
on this occasion in some of the rooms of the 
building; and directing the government offi- 
cials in charge of any building which may be 
used, not to permit wine, beer, ale or other in- 
toxicatiug liquors to be sold or served to any 
person on the occasion of the ball. 

The call of states having been concluded, 
Mr. Warner, of Missour!, withdrew his pend- 
ing motion to suspend the rules and pass the 
Oklahoma bill, andin lieu thereof moved to 
suspend the rules and adopt a resolution pro- 
viding for a final vote on that bill at 4 o’clock 
Thursday next with perimission to Mr. Payson, 
of Illinois, to offer an amendment to the sec- 
tion of the measure relative to town sites.

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WATCHING SAMOA 


LORD SALISBURY AND MINISTER 
PHELIPSIN CONFERENCE. 


THE NEWS FROM SAMOA THREATENING 


England Agrecs With the United States on 
the Matter—A D spatch Sent to Berlin 
~—Foreign News Generally. 


Lonpon, January 21.—Mr. Phelps, United 
States minister, held aconference today with 
Lord SaJisbury on Samoan affairs. The con- 
ference lasted half au hour. After Mr. Phelps 
had ieft Count Von Hatzfeldt, German am- 
bassador,] had an ierview with the §prime 
minister. It is stated on trustworthy authori- 
ty that the British government has decided to 
uphold the treaty by the terms of which Eu- 
ropean powers are precluded from obtaining or 
attempling to obtain dominion in Samoa. 
The government has been fully informed of, 
and shares in the United States government's 
views on the subject. It is agreed that the action 
of German agents in Samoa is opposed to the 
letter and spirit of the treaty: that it violates 
diplomatic etiquette and endangers the good 
relations so necessary for Europeans to pre- 
serve when dealing with se mi-barbarous na- 
tions. Dispatches to this effect have been sent 
to Berlin. Lord Saiisbury's latest news from 
Apia is of a threatening nature. In conse- 
quence of these advices the British fleet in the 
Pacific will be increased immediately by at 
least two powerful vessels. 

SAILING OF THE TRENTON AND VANDALIA. 

WASHINGTON, January 21.—It is said at the 
navy department thatit will take at least six 
weeks for the war ships Trenton and Vandalia 
to make the voyage to Samoa, so that the Nip- 
sic will be the only United States vessel at 
that country from now until after the 4th of 
March next. The Trenton sailed from Pan- 
ama about a week ago, but it is not expected 
toarrive at Samoa more than a few hours 
ahead of the Vandalia, which sailed from San 
Francisco today. The latteris the faster ves- 
sel, and will take a more direct route than the 
Trenton, 

SAN FRANCISCO, vanuary 21..—The United 
States steamer Vandalia, Captain Schoon- 
maker, which left Mare island navy yard yes- 
terday, lay at anchor in the bay all night and 
passed out to sea at 8:50 o’clock this morning 
on her way to Samoa.

WILLIAM AND BISMARCK. 


The Emperor Visits the Premier Prince— 
._wrner German Gossip. 

Beri, January 21.- Emperor William 
visited Prince Bismarck today, and remained 
with him for half an hour, It is reported that 
the Geffcken letters, from which the Cologne- 
Gazette quotes, include some that have not 
been presented to fthe bundesrath. The Na- 
tional Zeitung holds that the publishing of 
the indictment and’the magistrate’s examina- 
tions were the utmost limit permissible. The 
using for political purposes of a confidential 
interchange of views is not excusable, even as 
an indiscretion. There is no warrant for trick- 
ing out the political gossip of two inactive poli- 
ticians in the garb of high importance. The 
Kreuz-Zeitung says it would not descend to 
place before its readers the excerpts pubiished 
by the Cologne Gazette, the truthfulness of 
which has not been proved. The Volks 
Zeitung says that the latest disclosures of the 
Cologne Gazette render it necessary to demand 
that the chancellor come forward with prco‘s to 
substantiate the accusations made by the semi- 
official press. 

The committee of the Bundesrath today dis- 
cussed the east Africa bill. The date for the 
plenary discussion has not been fixed. 

Three Millions of Men in Line. 


Paris, January 21.—The chamber of depu- 
ties today finally discussed the recruiting bill. 
Members of the right protested that the meas- 
ure would aggravate the burdens of the coun- 
try. ‘The law of 1872 sufficed for the needs of 
the nation. 

M. DeFreycinet, minister of war, replied 
that the bill was not introduced to meet spe- 
cial cireumstances, it was a law for national 
defense. France was compelied to place three 
millions of men in line of battle to defend her 
frontiers. The whole bill was passed by a 
vote of 369 to19. It is doubtful if the sen- 
ate will accept the amendments of the cham- 
ber of deputies.

SUSPENDED FROM A LIMB. 


PADEN CLEMENTS PUTS AN END TO 
HIS LIFE 


Because He Could Not Collect Some Bills 
Due Him—A Serious Stabbing Affray— 
Other News, 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., January 21.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Mr. Paden Clements, a middle aged 
white man, living with Mr. Ez Brown, of this 
county, committed suicide on Saturday by 
hanging himself with a plow line from a sweet- 
gum tree, near Mr. Brown’s residence. Mr. 
Brown is a wealthy farmer,whois afflicted with 
rheumatism, ana Mr. Clements was his valet 
de’chambre. Clements left the house on Sat- 
urday, and remained until Sunday evening, 
when Mr. Brown became apprehensive as to 
his whereabouts, and together with some neigh- 
bors who had beon notified of the strange dis- 
appearance, began a search for the missing 
man. They searched every nook and corner 
about the place, and then began to look in the 
woods and fields about the place. Mr. Nat 
Gorley, one of the searchers, was the first to 
catch sight of the horrible picture. 

BUSPENDED FROM A LIMB. 

He found the body suspended froma low 
limb by a rope about twelve inches in length, 
while the feet were within about two inches 
of the ground. The features of the dead man 
presented a horrible scene. His eyes were 
open and the glare of death was in them. 
His tongue pretruded from his mouth, awd his 
hat rested on the side of his head, Mr. Gorley 
was dumbfounded when he saw the picture, 
and quickly called the others to the scene. 
Irhere is no reason assigned for the rash act. 
The man was not of a despondent disposition, 
while there was nothing to give him trouble. 
A note was found in his trunk addressed to 
Mr. Brown, in which he stated that he wanted 
Mr. Brown to take all his money, which 
amounted to about $300, notes, due bills, ete. 
It is said that he had tried to coliect some 
debts that were due him, but the parties con- 
tinued to put him off, and that the failure to 
collect drove him to desperation and to death 
by his own hand. The coroner held an in- 
quest today, and rendered a verdict in accord- 
ance with the facts as stated. 

DANGEROUSLY STABBED. 

Hardy Ward, a white man livingin the 
southern portion of this city, was seriously 
stabbed by a negro named William Lewis last 
night. Two of the wounds are deep and ugly, 
and run from the right shoulder across the 
breast, while the other is a painful gash across 
the back. The two men were alone when the 
cutting occurred, and there is no evidence at 
hand except circumstantial evidence, which 
indicates that the men were drunk and gamb- 
ling. Léwis has left for parts unknown. While 
the condition of Ward is very serious, there 
are little hopes of recovery.

THE CONDEMNED MURDERER. 


Blackman Going to Meet His Fate Like an 
Ox, 

Americus, Ga., January 21.—[Special.}— 
The Recorder prints a talk with Charles Black- 
man, the murderer of Mr. Stonewall Tondee, 
of Schley county. Blackman was lying down 
on a cot by the side of Bob Wiggins, who is 
accused of murdering John Williams, both 
wearing heavy chains. He was asked how he 
felt about next Friday being the day set for his 
execution. He remarked that he “had not 
thought much about it. All that he was 
thinking of was the manner in which Governor 
Gordon had gone back on him.”” He said he 
had no statement to make, that he was anin- 
uocent man, and that the witnesses had sworn 
to lies, and they would be proven as liars some 
day. 

“‘Well, Charlie, you had an impartial trial, 
did you not?” 

‘Impartial trial. No, sir! I have had no 
trial atall. If I had been allowed to talk I 
could have told a great deal, but when I com- 
menced talking I saw blood in the eyes of the 
people of Schley county, and was afraid to say 
anything.” 

‘Have you no word to leave with which your 
friends and the colored race might profit by, 
considering your experience ?”’ 

“No, sir. Every man is governed by hisown 
thoughts; his acts and deeds being in sympa- 
thy with his thoughts. As we live, so must 
we die, regardless of any hereafter. They are 
all as well informed as Iam and they can act 
for themselves.”’ 

‘Do you feel that you have made peace with 
God, and are you not afraid to die?’ 

“Yes, sir. I made peace with our Father 
shortly after my first trial, although at times I 
thought that the truth might prevail and I 
would be set free, but as the courts have all 
decided against me, I am not afraid to die, be- 
cause Iam an innocent man. I feel as if ‘all 
they that take the sword shall perish with the 
sword,’ therefore Iam ready to meet death.’’ 


THE PREFERRED CREDITOR 


Will Probably Exhaust All the Stock of Dan 


Eagan. 

Macon, Ga., January 21.—[Special.}]—Dan 
Eagan, the confectioner, some months ago 
bought the Macon business of J. H. Furber, of 
Savannah. On January 2d last Egan made a 
mortage on his stock of $2,500 to Furber for 
purchase money for the business, so Egan 
claimed. On January 16th instant Egan made 
public printed notice to the effect that he had 
sold his business to Furber, and within a few 
hours after the publication Egan recorded the 
mortgage made on January 2d_ to 
Furber. Certain creditors have been 
contemplating filing a creditors’ bill 
and seek to break the mortgage as 
fllegal. Today Egan made an assignment to 
L. P. Hillyer, cashier of the Merchants’ Na- 
tional bank,of his real! estate,personal and other 
property, for the benefit of his creditors. His 
real estate consists of forty-eight acres of 
land in the town of Opining,county of West- 
chester, N. Y, The said land is covered by 
two mortgages, $5,000 due May, 1890, and 
$4,000 due ;October, 1889, to William Foulks, 
of Brooklyn. In his deed of assignment 
Egan prefers William Foulks in the above 
amount of 86,000, and the Merchants’ 
National bank of Macon for $34.90. 
Egan’s only creditors in Atlania 
are Wellhouse & Sons for $430. His largest 
New York creditors are FE. J. Larabee & Co., 
for $354.50. He owes quite a number in Ma- 
con, Furber’s mortgage of £2,500 is consider- 
ably more than the stock of goods is worth. 
So what the array of other creditors will get 
must come from the sale of the New York 
land. At aforeed sale it might not bring 
more than the two mortgages of $6,000.

AN INQUEST ON A LIVE WOMAN, 


The Strange Proceeding of the Coroner of 
Bibb County. 

Macon, Ga., January 21. —[Special.]—In 
December last Gussie Dean, a white woman, 
aged 29 years, Whose parents reside in Galves- 
ton, lexas, came to Macon, having wandered 
here from Virginia, where she separated from 

tobinsou’s circus. On January Ist 

she was sentenced to the chaingang for twenty 
days for disorderly conduct. Her sentence 
expired at noon on Saturday, and on Saturday 
night she was again arrested and put in the 
barracks. This morning about half-past seven 
o’clock, when Watchman Chapman looked 
into her cell, he saw thatshe was stiff and 
motionless, her eyes wide open and in fixed 
stare. Blood was tlowing from her mouth and 
nose. She looked asif dead. She was called 
and shaken, but there was no evidence of life. 
Breathing was not perceptible. Coroner Hen- 
derson was notified, he summoned a jury, and 
was in the act of holding an inquest when Dr, 
Hall appeared upon the scene, examined the 
woman and said she was not dead. He ad- 
ministered stimulants and medicines, and soon 
the woman began torevive, and had sufticiently 
recovered this afternoon to be sent to the 
county hospital. She had a spasmodic attack, 
caused by her dissipation.

by the grand jury for riotous conduct and 
threatening bodily harm towards other labor- 
ers who proposed taking their places at the old 
wages. Eleven of them have been arrested, 
but owing tothe term of court expiring by 
limitation wili not be tried at this court. They 
have given bond and been released. Thestrike 
is over and many of the old laborers have _ re- 
turned to work at the old rate.

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SUPREME COURT OF GEORGIA. 
Decisions Rendered Meouday. January 21, 
1889-— Reported by Henry C. Peeples. 
Jackson vs. Georgia Midland and Galf Rail- 
road company, and Williamson vs. the 
same. Complamnt, from Spalding. Protmis- 
sory notes. Railroads. Stock and stock- 
holders.

Bleckley, C..J.—1. Notes given by a. sub- 
scriber for capital stock in a railroad corpora- 
tion, cach note being given for an installment 
of his subs cription, and each being payable on 
the con pletion of a twenty-mile section of the 
road, “ready for the crossties, tresties and 
bridges,’ ’ of which completion publication in 
a newspaper by the board of directors was to 
be conclusive notice,” were mature and 
payable so soon as such publication was 
made, aithough the notes described the 
railroad asone which wasto havea certain 
privilege, and although such privilege has not 
yet been secured. the securing of such privi- 
lege was not a condition precedent to payment 
for the stock. The specification of the priyi- 
lege was part of the description of the railroad 
aS it was to be nitimately, but not as it was to 
be at maturity and payment of the snbscrip- 
tions to the capital stock 

Though it isspecitied in the notes that the 
road is to be operated independently of a cer- 
tain existing railroad, this relates to what is to 
be done after the notes are paid, not before. 

4. Though to procure the subscription, the 
eorporation contracted that a side-track would 
be constructed upon the premises, or ‘‘at the 
place’ of the subscriber, this stipulation con- 
templated thatthe side-track would be con- 
structed after the payment, there being no 
agreement that its construction wasto be a 
condition precedent.

sengers or other third persons, and admit 
whom it pleases, when they come to transact 
such business, ‘This applies to selling lunches 
to, or soliciting orders trom pp: LSREN ZOTS for the 
sale of lunches. 

2, A mere implied license, no matter how 
long enjoyed, to transact such business, for 
which no consideration has been paid, is re- 
vocable at any time, and such revocation re- 
sults from notice not to prosecute the business 
in the future. 

4. One who persists in using the license After 
notice of its termination, may be prevented 
froin so doing, by such force, not extending to 
life or limb, as may be necessary to eflectuate 
his expulsion from the premises. 

4. A lessee or licensee or the exclusive priv- 
ilege of entering the cars, or upon the right of 
way to sell or supply lunches, is not a servant 
or agent of the corporation, so as to render it 
liable for an assault, or an assault and battery, 
committed by such lessee or licensee upon a 
competitor who seeks lawfully, on his own 
premises, to obtain the patronage of pas- 
sengers. 

5. A master has no right of action for an 
assault, or an assault and battery, upon his ser- 
vant, unless some loss of service or capacity 
toserye results therefrom.

In view of the past policy of our govern- 
ment, it is not likely that the Samoan 
trouble will lead to a war with Germany, 
but it can do no harm to take a long look 
ahead and estimate the results of such a 
conflict.

The Revolution in Steel Making. 
Our correspondence from Springfield, 


_ Ohio, foreshadows an industrial revolution 


of vast importance to the south. Bessemer 
steel has been made heretofore in immense 
establishments, but by a new process ten 
thousand dollars worth of machinery will 
convert one hundred tons of pig iron into 
steelinaday. If the new process does all 
that is claimed for it, steel making will be 
transferred to the furnaces and will follow 
them wherever they can most profitably be 
operated—that means to the south. It is 
conceded that no country on earth offers 
for the manufacture of iron such advantages 
as the Piedmont region. With converters 
within the limits of a few days’ profits, the 
stecl industry must come south, and 
come speedily. 

This revolution does not depend on the 
new invention alone. ‘The basic process, 
which can be employed with no greater out- 
lay, and is adapted to southern ores, is con- 
trolled by the Bessemer company, who 
have smothered it in order to delay as_ long 
as possible the inevitable transfer of steel 
making to the south. Their patent expires 
in four years, and the circumstances will 
not admit of arenewal. They have retired 
the process, and the basic steel used in this 
country has to be imported from Germany. 
Four years hence the basic process will be- 
gin its revolution in the south. In the 
meantime, the Bookwalter process will be- 
gin the revolution where the ores are as low 
in phosphorus as those of north Georgia. 
When the basic process comes, we will 
make anything in the category of steel, 
from rails to razors.

THE LIFE CF A PATENT. 
A Decision of Great Importance to In- 
ventors. 

WasHincton, January 21.—The supreme 
court of the United States today rendered an 
opinion in the important patent case of the 
Baltimore Refrigerating company appellant, 
vs. George H. Hammond & Co., appeal from 
the circuit court of the United States for the 
district of Massachusetts. By a statute of 
the United States it is provided that when a 
patent is taken out in a foreign country and 
one subsequently is also secured in this coun- 
try. the patent shall expire in the United 
States with the expiration of the patent in the 
foreign country, in which it first runs ont. 
Under Canadian law patents are granted for five 
years with the privilege of renewal for two 
periods of five years each. The question in 
this case was whether the life-time of the 
American patent expired five years from its 
issuance in Canada, or at the end of fifteen 
years, which is the limit to which the life ofa 
patent may be extended in Canada. 

The supreme court, through Justice Blatch- 
ford, holds that a patent in the United States 
does not expire for fifteen years from 
the granting of the patent; that is to 
say that the life-time of an American 
patent first taken out in a foreign country does 
not expire until the extreme limit of time for 
which an extention of the patent may be se- 
cured in @ foreign country. The court, there- 
fore, reverses the decision of the circuit court 
of Massachusetts and remands the case to the 
fower court with instructions to enter a decree 
in accordance with the judgment of this court. 
The case isregarded by persons interested in 
patents as one of great importance. Many 
electrical patents are affected by the decision. 

Couldn’t Levy on the Library. 

WASHINGTON, January 21.—The United 
States supreme court today denied the motion 
of William L. Royall, asking that a district 
execution be issued against the state of Vir- 
ginia for certain costs which the court awarded 
Royall in one of the well known Virginia tax 
coupon cases, as has been heretofore stated. 
The motion denied today was made after an 
attempt to levy onthe public library of the 
city of Richmond, under an execution issued 
by the hustings court of the city, had resulted 
in the forcible ejectment of the person attempt- 
ing to execute the court’s order. It granted a 
motion to advance for hearing case No. 223, 
George 8. Vashon vs. Samuel C. Greenhow, 
treasurer, etc., and Nos. 1,458, 1,459, 1,460 and 
1,461—Joseph Bryan et al., plaintitfs in error, 
vs. the state of Virginia. These cases bring 
up in some new shape the matter of Virginia 
tax coupons, which have heretofore been the 
subject of a great deal of litigation in this 
court. The cases were set for argument on 
the second Monday of the term of the court 
beginning in October next. 

Decision in the Newport News Case, 

WASHINGTON, January 21.—The supreme 
court, in an opinion by Chief Justice Fuller, 
dismissed the application for a writ of error in 
the case of William P. Marrow and Mary 
Marrow, George B. West and Missouri Saith, 
plaintiffs in error, vs. Joseph B. Brinkley, 
John L. Peck, John B. Whitehead, et al in 
error to the supreme court of appeals of the 
state of Virginia. This is a case in which 
plaintiffs in error were denied a rehearing by 
the court of appeals of Virginiain a suit in- 
volving title to a certain tract known as New- 
port News in Virginia, which had been sold 
under what is known as the confiscation act of 
1862. An appeal was taken tothe supreme 
court on the ground that an act of the United 
States was broughtin question. This court 
holds, however, that the Virginia court of ap- 
peals decided the case on other pointe than the 
confiscation act, and consequently that it has 
no jurisdiction over it. It also holds that juris- 
diction cannot attach on the ground that if 
the court of appeals had erred in its decision 
the state of Virginia had thereby deprived the 
plaintiffs in error of their property without due 
process of law.

LIOULOR DEALERS LIABLE, 


Judge Van Epps Renders a Decision in the 
Election Day Cases. 

Yesterday morning Judge Howard Van 
Epps rendered his decision in the cases of the 
nine liquor dealers indicted for selling liquors 
on the day of the election of Judge Pat. H. 
Owens, justice of the peace,when he succeeded 
Judge W. M. Butt, on the decease of the 
latter. 

The indictment upon which the test was 
made, is against William Bogan, who is 
charged with violating section 4570, of the 
code, in selling liquor within two miles of a 
precinct on the day of an election. There was 
a demurrer to the indictment, and to this the 
answer is made; ¢ 

‘If an election to supply a vacancy in the 
office of justice of the peace in a _ single 
militia district is pot an election, ‘either state, 
county or municipal,’ then the demurrer ought 
to be sustained, if it is, the demurrer ought to 
be over-ruled.” 

After a thorough discussion by the attorneys, 
and an exhaustive examination by the court, 
these conclusions are reached : 

The justices of thef{peace are public officers of 
the state, and form an integral part of the ju- 
dicial system, as much 89 as the superior court, 
and the limit placed upon their jurisdiction 
does not make any change. 

In a certain sense militia districts are terri- 
torial subdivisions of countiestfor governmental 
purposes. The justices are elected all at the 
saine time, and the laws governing their 
election are the same _ that regulate 
the electlon of members of the general assein- 
bly. 

It is insisted that they are not state or 
county officers, but rather district ofticers, and 
elected by only a fragmentary part of the voters 
of the county. Is this asound proposition? On

LRON TO BE CONVERTED AT THE 
FURNACES. 


Processes By Which a £1°%,000 Investment 
Will Do the Work of $150,00—The Basi¢o 
Patert Expires Four Years Henc«-

about to be made in the ¢..anufacture of steel 


is the most important change in the iron bug 
iness that has oceurred since the introduction 
of the Bessemer process. 

Mr. Bookwalter, the millionaire iron man 

of Springiield, says tho new 
process of couverting iron into 
steel will do with a $10,000 investment what 
the Bessemer process does with a $150,000 
plant. A ton converter making four heats an 
hour, will decarbonize 100 tons of pig iron in & 
day. Every iron furnace making a handred 
tons a day will be able te convert its product 
into steel ingots through machinery that is 
might pay forin a few days’ business. 
- The difference in the cost of investment be- 
tween the new process and the Bessemer is 
due largely to the economy in power. It re- 
quires a 600 horse power engine to furnish the 
25 pound blast. which is foreed throngh the 
molten iron from bottom totop by the Besse- 
mer process, while a forty horse en- 
gine furnishes the two pound blast 
which is used to stir and beat the iron from 
the top in the new process. 

Mr. Bookwalter’s ‘superintendent says thag 
the blast sent threugh the iron from the bot- 
tom fills the molten mass with air bubbles and 
causes the floating impurities to mix with the 
metal all through. For this reason he says the 
Bessemer people have to cast their steel In 
fourteen inch ingots and break it down to 
smaller sizes with heavy and expensive roller® 
Mr. Bockwalter claims that by introducing the 
blast on top the impurities are not mixed, the 


| fron is free from bubbles and is almost as fluid 


as water. For this reason he is enabled to 
east his steel in 25 inch or five inch ingots as 
the rolling mills desire. This diftercnce, he 
says, Wili save five dc l'ars a ton in rolling. 

The process is very simple. A ton of pig 
iron is melted ina cupola and run into the 
converter. A two pound blast is introduced 
on the surface and the temperature is raised 
till enough of the carbon is burned ont to leave 
steel of the desired hardness. When the iron 
goes into the converter it has two or three 
per cent of carbon. In about eight minutes 
after the blast is put on all the carbon but, say 
thirty-five hundredths of one per cent, will 
have been burned ont. If the metal is run out 
With that amount of carbon remaining it makes 
steel suitable for rails. If al! but twenty hun- 
dredths is burned out it makes the grade used 
for nails, and if only five hundredths are al- 
lowed to remain it makes a soft wrought iron. 
Tool steel retains about fifty hundredths 
carbon. 

The question that interests Georgia and 
Alabama is, will the new process utilize ores 
which have over ten or twelve hundredths of 
one ner cent. of phosphorus? Mr. Bookwal- 
ter thinks he can manage iron with not 
over 20-100ths phosphorus. This would in- 
clude much of the cre found in north Georgia, 
Another iren man bere says, however, that 
the best grade of steel could not be made of 
ore containing over ten ortwelve tliundreths 
ofone per cent phosphorus, but he « upled 
with it the remark: 

“The patent for the Basic precess will exe 
pire in four years.” 

* What wiil that amount to?’ 

“Why, then the steel will be made 
in the sonth. While the Bessemer 
process will not admit of much 
phosphorus, and therefore excludes your 
southern ores, the Basic process requires as 
much as two per cent phosphorus and that 
kind of ore you have in the south. Another 
thing about the Basic process is that it makes 
steel of greater tensile strength than any 
other. The Wasiburn and Macon wire works 
use 1,600 tons a week of Basic steel, and it ig 
all brought from Germany. 

‘‘The Bessemer people got hold of the Basie 
process and retired it because they were cee 
termined that the south should not make steel. 
They bave millions invested In Bessemer 
plants and are bent on protecting them.”’ 

This shows how Mr. Carnegie, while he 
nursed a presidential candidate and piped ofa 
policy that would develop the resources of the 
whole country, has had his hand on the throat 
and choked cut for atime the very life of our 
most prom ‘sing industry. 

Not many months ago the Birmingham pa- 
pers were full of enthusiastic talk about the 
Hienderson process, by which steel was being 
made there. Ina short while there was no 
more talk. The Lienderson process proved to 
be an infringement on the Basic method and 
the iron hand of the Bessemer company crush- 
ed the life out of Lirmingham’s infant indus- 
try. 

This dog-in-the-manger policy defeats the 

intention of the patent law, and afew more 
such colossal frands will stir up the people till 
their representatives will find a way to prvtect 
the public from such patent grabbers, 
_ The Basie process does not require a larger 
investment than Bookwalter’s, and between 
the two most of the southern fron will be 
available for steel making. By the forme 
method phosphorus is taken up by the 
dolomite lining of the converter 
when a certain proportion of lime is put in. 
The lining of dolomite dust made into mortar 
with coal tar takes up its full complement of 
phosphorus in about sixty heats and has to be 
renewed. Otherwise the process is very similar 
to Bookwa!ter’s. 

As the Basie process has onlv 
mcrae years of patent life, the ~ 
mer people will probably try 
something out of it during

The Bookwalter process was invented by @ 
Frenchman, and the Springtield irou man first 
while traveling in France eighteen 
months ago. He was immediately impressed 
with the importance of the process, and told the 
renchman whata big thing he had. They 
made a deal by which Mr. Bookwalter got an 
option on the process and took out patents in 
this country aud England. Headded patents 
of his own until the number reached twenty- 
seven, 

Pending the option, which expires abouta 
month hence, Mr. Bookwalter has been testing 
the new process in every way imaginable, 
He has had experts from all parts 
of the north to come and see the steel made 
and give their opinions as to possible difficul- 
ties. Not long ago there were representatives 
of a hundred millions of capital present at the 
works on one day.

MOORT’S COUNSEL WIN A CONTINU- 
ANCE FOR TUEIR CLIENT. 


Absent Witnesses, Whose Testimony is Considered 
Material, is the Plea Urged By the Attorneys— 
Judge Ciarke Decides That There is Sufficient 
Ground For a Continuance, aud Resets the Case 
For the Fourth Monday in March Next, 

H. S. Moore, Jr., who killed Hon. James 
Hunt, of Catoosa county, is back in his cell 
this moruiny. 

Ho has plenty of time for meditation. 

Yesterday morning, for the first time since 
that fatal mght in November, when his friend 
met death at his hands, Moore looked out on 
the blue skies and the busy world, unchecked 


by iron bars. 

Clean shaven, neatly dressed ina black cut- 
away coat and black trousers, with a glossy 
standing eollar and carefully combed bair, he 
limped into the superior court room with the 
aid of astont cane. Glancing over the audi- 
ence, he nodded to several relatives and old ac- 
quaintances who were present. Among these 
were his aged father, H. S. Moore, Sr., Mr. 
W. H. Paine, anear relative and a leading 
attorney of Ringgold, and Mr. Lewis Shep- 
herd, an uncle, who is prominent Chat- 
tanooga lawyer 

Messrs. 12. B. Trimmier and John B. iflen- 
derson, brothers-in-law of Ilon. James Hunt, 
were also there. 

The court room was crowded. 

When the prisoner took his seat by his 
connsel, the bailiff had to go in search of a 
chair for Generai Garirell, the leading counsel 
n the case, who, with Judge Hopkins, Messrs. 
Paine, Quillian and Shepherd, were present 
to defend the young man. 

Overat another desk sat Solicttor C. W. 
Hill, tion. W. €. Glenn, of Dalton, and Col- 
onel A. T. Hackett, of Catoosa, who were 
there wo look after tle prosecution. 

CALL FOR A JURY. 

The wonotonous call of the jury proceeded 
until forty-eight men, two.of whom were col- 
ored, were found without legal excuses, and 
ready to pass the ordeal of examinatien as*to 
their fitness to serve ingthat particular case. 

About a hundred had been summoned, and 
of these a dozen or more came forward with 
satisfactory excuses and were relieved. Sev- 
eral were military men, one a justice of the 
peace: a number were railroaders in charge 
of trains, one was a postmaster: several were 
county officers, one was a doctor; several were 
partially deaf, one had neuralgia; several were 
foremen of large establishments, one had a 
wife who was ill: several were over age and 
one was a negro out of a job. 

Several were excused and several were not, 
and at 10 o’clock sharp ‘*Case No. 68, criminal 
docket, H. 8S. Moore, Jr., charged with the 
murder of James Hunt,”’ was called. 

THK STATE WAS READY. 

The state announced ready. 

‘The defense called over a number of names 
of witnesses, and of the list only a portion re- 
sponded. A short consuitation was held, and 
General (Gartrell stated that the defense de- 
sired to ask for a little time to prepare in 
writing a motion forcontinuance. The request 
was granted. 

A MOTION FOR CONTINUANCE. 

At 11:20, Judge Hopkins appeared with the 
motion for continuance, based on the absence 
of Henry Ilughey, Joseph King, Dr. Black- 
burn, L.:-G. Mathis, J. A. Graham, A. G. 
Dunn, and Messrs. Pritchard and Davidson, 
all important witnesses for the defense. 

Counsel stated that they expected to prove 
by Hughey the good character of the defen- 
dant; by Davidson the general boisterous char- 
acter of the deceased; by Matthews that Hunt 
was rough in tusseling, high tempered, over- 
bearing and addicted to drink. Further, that 
Matthews had heard the statements made by 
Mr. Shaw, an eye witness of the deed, the ex- 
pressions being used on the arrival of the 
corpse at Ringgold, accompanied by Shaw 
and others, and being rather fayorable to the 
defendant. 

The defense expected to prove by Pritchard 
that Hunt was fond of tussling and would re- 
sort to violent means to overcome in a tussle; 
by Davidson that defendant had for years been

Affidavits of anumber of gentie- 
men were then brought in, and the court asked 
ifthe state was ready to admit this evidence 
in support of the motion. 

Mr. Glenn answered that the state was 
hardly in a position to admit or deny. but ar- 
gued that the only material testimony seemed 
to Be the conversation of Matthews with Shaw.
